Independent claims 1, 3 and 7 and dependent claims 1, and 4-6 are allowed 
because the closest prior art of reference in the record Eng et al. (US 6,188,993), and 
Zandi (US 5,966,699) in any combination failed to teach, make suggestion or render 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, a method, and a system where each of the 
offers to lend a security includes a corresponding quantity of the security and a 
associated fee, and each of the offers to borrow the security includes quantity of the 
security and a associated fee, and matching the lender's offer with buyer's offer which 
includes both of the matching attributes (lender's offer quantity and fee matches buyer's 
offer quantity and fee).
